blight from pear trees are: scarifying, 
and painting with zinc chloride. Scar- 
ifying is advisable in the older, 
wood where a short twig shows infec- 
tion close to the larger limb. 

After scarifying is finished, the 
wound should be disinfected with a 
solution of bichloride of mercury and 
either water or glycerin. The tools used
